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TKUSTEES' KEPORT. 



To Governor John R. Tanner, Springfield, Illinois: 

We hereby submit our biennial report of the condition of the 
Illinois Asylum for Criminal Insane, being for the two years ending 
June 30th, 1900. • 

The report of the superintendent is made a part hereof, and in it 
and the various statistical tables that accompany it will be found de- 
tailed information covering all questions necessary to a full and com- 
plete understanding of the operation and conduct of the institution, 
together with statement of the financial necessities for the next two 
years, and many other suggestions as to necessary improvements. 

We shall, in this report, refrain from making any recommenda- 
tions as to appropriations for any purpose other than the necessary 
operating expenses, that do not materially change from year to year, 
except as the population increases or decreases and the price of food 
and clothing fluctuates. 

The expense of repairs, refurnishing, water, light, etc., are more 
in the nature of fixed charges than otherwise, and do not materially 
change from time to time, but we ask your careful consideration of 
the superintendent's suggestion as to special appropriations for the 
building of a hospital for consumptives and the purchase of farming 
lands for the use of the institution. 

The matter of maintaining a suitable roadway to the institution 
and preserving the lawn in front of the same has always been ex- 
pensive, and in our judgment will continue to be so as long as this 
institution is maintained. 

We concur in the superintendent's suggestion, that the best 
interests of this institution would be subserved if it were under a dis- 
tinct board of trustees having the interests of no other institution to 
look after. The duties of those in charge of a penal institution are 
so different from the duties of those in charge of one distinctly char- 
itable, that any board charged with both must necessarily find its 
efficiency greatly impaired. 

On the first of last January we appointed Dr. Richard T. Higgins 
of Fayette county, superintendent, to fill the vacancy caused by the 
resignation of Dr. Frank E. Auten. In Superintendent Higgins 
we have found an able man, faithful and conscientious. To him and 
Dr. A. T. Telford, the physician in charge, and the very efficient 
corps of officers under them, we are indebted for the intelligent and 
faithful discharge of all duties devolving upon them. 
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We respectfully ask that you recommend the following appropri- 
ations at the hands of the Legislature, for the next two years, viz.: 



For maintenance, per annum $36,000 00 

For repairs and improvements, per annum 2,500 00 

For furniture and refurnishing, per annum 2, 000 00 

For water supply, per annum 600 00 

For electric light, per annum 500 00 

For painting, per annum 300 00 

For library, per annum 250 00 

For purchase of 5 cows, per annum 150 00 



To you, Governor, we extend our thanks for the valuable aid and 
counsel you have at all times given us in the discharge of our duties 
as trustees of this institution.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 



To the Honorable Board of Trustees, Illinois Asylum for Criminal 



Gentlemen: — In compliance with the statute, I herewith submit 
a biennial report (the fifth) of this institution, it being for the 
two years prior to July 1, 1900. To the several tables hereto at- 
tached, I would respectfully refer you for detailed statements as to 
"Movement of Population," "How Committed," "Form of Insanity/' 
"Residence," "Nativity/' "Occupation/' "Education," "Religion," 
"Deaths," "Farm Products/' "Sewing Room, ,f etc., which give par- 
ticulars under the different captions: To the "Treasurer's Re- 
port," and the "Financial Statements," which recite the financial 
conditions existing during this period as to funds received from the 
various appropriations and the distribution of the same. To the 
"Itemized Statements," showing the kind, quantity, and cost of all 
articles purchased during these two years from July 1, 1898, to July 
1, 1900, and to the "Inventory July 1, 1900," which gives the kind, 
quantity, and value of State property on that day. 

Referring to these tables you will find that the number of patients 
received during these two years was 80 (45 in 1898 and 1899, and 35 
in 1899 and 1900.) 

Number discharged was 68 

Escaped and returned 1 

Number discharged and returned to prison was 55 

Number died was 12 

The per centage of recoveries on whole number patients in two years 19.9 

The average attendance was 168.43 

The average cost per capita 1898 and 1899 was $206 82 

The average cost per capita 1899 and 1900 was $ 2i2 70 

Making the average cost per capita for the two years $ 209 76 

The number remaining July 1, 1900 168 00 

We do not believe it to have been the intention of those creating 
our charitable institutions, or the province of the management of 
them, that a strain should be made to attain a very low per 
capita cost of caring for their unfortunate inmates by a nig- 
gardly economy. This would surely be at the expense of both 
the physical and mental condition of the patient. We do believe, 
however, that the chief object should be to afford the greatest com- 
fort, and accomplish the most good, to the greatest number, with the 
largest per centage of cures at the least possible cost. It has been 
therefore my purpose and effort, since my incumbency, to bring

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about the best possible results to these unfortunate people at the 
least possible cost, the condition of the patient being the first and 
paramount consideration. 

The ground upon which this institution is located is entirely in- 
sufficient for its purposes, there being but seven acres allotted to it, 
none in fee-simple. The ground belongs to the Southern Illinois 
Penitentiary. Upon this seven acres, the main building, with its 
wings, the laundry, vegetable house, carpenter shop, coal house, 
meat house and refrigerator, barns, granaries, and carriage sheds are 
located, and a small orchard in the rear; but the situation is very 
rough, being located under a hill, which overhangs it on the east 
and south, subjecting it to a heavy washing, thus requiring much 
expense and labor to keep roads and grounds in any kind of condi- 
tion. 

The bluff in front of the buildings, as you know, has been caving 
away and sliding down the hill until our lawn and even our driveway 
was encroached upon, and it was dangerous to drive in front; but I 
have endeavored and, to some extent have, remedied this by building 
a stone wall on first shelf below the hill and have filled in much dirt 
from excavations made from the bluff on the south and east of the 
building. This, while it relieves the situation very greatly, I fear 
will be but of temporary duration. Something is required to remedy 
this permanently. Our lawn facilities are very narrow and contract- 
ed and it is very difficult to do much by way of making our surround- 
ings attractive, which is, we think, quite essential at an institution 
of this character. 

Many changes should be made to improve the comfort, conven- 
ience, and general utility of this institution. Such improvements as 
could and should be made, would very materially aid in the better- 
ment of general conditions and conducive to much better results. 
The building is very poorly and inconveniently arranged, badly con- 
structed, and very defective in its plumbing, ventilation and general 
sanitary conditions. Appropriations sufficiently large should be 
made to ensure these very essential improvements. 

A good sized farm would be a great acquisition, and is really a 
requisite to this institution. It would not only be economy, but 
very beneficial to patients. It could be almost entirely tilled and 
cared for by patients, who would be very materially benefited by this 
out- door employment. We now rent ground for pasture and BO acres 
for garden purposes, for which we pay $200 per year; but this is 
money well expended, for upon this we raise a very large quantity of 
vegetables and feed. See table of farm products. 

Our water supply is not only insufficient, frequently being without 
water for several days at a time, but the muddy condition of it makes 
it unfit for bathing and hardly fit for scrubbing. Some provision 
should be made to remedy this, for it is not only very inconvenient 
and annoying, but materially detracts from the comfort and the 
efficiency of the treatment given patients. 
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Cases of tuberculosis and many acute diseases should be separated 
and apart from other patients for treatment. Cell or dormitory is 
poorly calculated for such work. A hospital, therefore, should be 
constructed for the treatment of all such cases. I can not emphasize 
this point too strongly. Any one can readily see and understand the 
great disadvantages under which we labor with present conditions. 
Justice to the superintendent, to the attending physician, to the 
patients themselves — yea, humanity demands that this be done. 

It seems to me that the importance of this institution, the magni- 
tude and character of its mission in the care and treatment of such a 
class of unfortunates, demand more consideration than is or has been 
shown it by our law makers. I think it should be a distinctively in- 
dependent institution, having its own grounds, waterworks, and elec- 
tric light plant, and not tied to a penal institution, dependent upon 
it for all these things. I believe also that this institution's import- 
ance demands a distinct individual board of trustees, who would have 
the interests of this institution alone to look after and not be en- 
grossed with the cares and responsibilities of any other. 

The name, "Asylum for Criminal Insane,'* is a misnomer, or at 
least, a reflection on many of its inmates who are not criminals. We 
submit, therefore, that it is a great injustice to this unfortunate class 
and would recommend that our law be so changed that these patients 
who are insane, but not criminal, be treated elsewhere. 

We recommend also that the law be so revised as to require coun- 
ties to pay for the clothing used by patients from them. Such pa- 
tients cease to be a charge of the State when transferred to this, a 
charitable institution, and are thereafter charges of the counties from 
which they come, and we think the law should so state, in language 
which can not be misconstrued. 

We would call your attention, also, to the language of the statute, 
allowing patients to be sent here from insane asylums, but no pro- 
vision is made for their return to such asylum upon their becoming 
quiet and peaceable. Oftentimes such patients could be returned to 
the asylum from which they came with great benefit to the patient. 

We have been very fortunate in having a very efficient corps of 
attendants and employes. Much tact and judgment is required in 
the care of our patients. The closest attention and care has been 
given them by both physician and attendants; but they are very 
greatly handicapped by our present environments. These attend- 
ants deserve much better quarters than are afforded them now. 

I thank you, gentlemen, for the kindly consideration and courtesy 
you have uniformly extended to me, and for the counsel and aid 
given me in the discharge of my duties.
